Bxpress Messenger Ferguson Dis- 
armed by the Robbers. 


Under Threats He Opens Up One of 
the Safes. 


THE BANDITS SECURE A SMALL AMOUNT 
OF BOOTY AND £8CAPE. 


Btories of the Messenger, Engineer and 
Persons on the Train—Posses Organ- 
ized at St. James and Rolla Start in 
Pursuit of the Robbers— The Door of 
the Express Car Saii to Have Been 
Left Open—Description of the Men. 


Con, Mo., Aug. 17.—Passenger train No. 4, 
over the Frisco line, was held up by two men 
near St. James at 4:25 this morning. The 
robbers gained access tothe Wells, Fargo 
Express car through one of the side doors, 
which had probably been left open, and 
secured a small sum of money 
frem the local safe. The robbery was 
effected very quickly, though in a somewhat 
clumsy manner, and is believed to be the 
work of amateurs. No shots were fired and 
the job was done comparatively without re- 
sort to violence. After looting the 
safe the robbers stopped the train 
by pulling the dell- cord, and leaving 
the car, made their escape 
unmolested over an open field in a southerly 
direction. The majority of the passengers 
were not aware that the train had been held 
up until some little time after the occurence, 

Great difficulty was experienced in getting 
any accurate account of the robbery, 
owing to the _ reticence of the ex- 
press and railroad officials. It is 
supposed, however, that the robbers 
boarded the front platform of the express 
car while astop was made to take in water 
at Rolla, Mo., asmall station eleven miles 
from st. James and 111 miles from St. Louls. 
As soon as the train started up the men 
forced their way into the express car 
through the end door, and hold- 
ing up Express Messenger E. D. Fer- 
guson with their revolvers, forced 
him to open the local safe, which is said to 
have contained but a small amount. This 
they searched, and pulling the bell-cord 
brought the train to a standstill ang made 
their escape. The combination safe was 
hidden beneath a quantity of express mat- 
most part of coops 
filled with live chickens,and was not seen by 
the robbers. Not a single shot was fred dur- 
ing the whole occurrence. 


THE Mx#SSENGER’'S STORY. 


Ferguson’s Account of the Robbery as 
Made to Chief of Detectives Viehle. 


Express Messenger Ferguson reached the 
Four Courts about 11 o’clock and held a long 
consultation with Acting Chief of Detectives 
Viehle. He was unable to give a very good 
description of the two robbers. He was 


quite familiar with the color and make 
of their clothing, but owing to the fact that 
they wore improvised masks of handker- 
chiefs over their faces, he could not give any 
description of their features. 

He saidthat he thought tnat the two men 


toned all the way up. and 
siouch hats held the weapons. One of the 
men was tall, the other noticeably smaller. 
The latter, he thought, hada dark mustache, 
One of them remarked: ‘‘We’ve got you 
now; open apthe box,’’ meaning the safe. 
Ferguson isa young man and bas not had 
much experience. He was quite cool, how- 
ever, and obeyed the instructions. 
While he was opening the local safe 
one of the men, the larger of the two, held a 
gun on him while the other, he claims, pre- 
repared torifie the safe. When the safe 
oor was opened the small robber grabbed 
several packages. One package contained 
some jewelry. This ne broke, and looking at 
the jewelry, took a handful and either threw 
it back tuto the safe or put it in his 
kets. It was not very valuable. 
hey could not see the through safe, which 
was concealed by several coops of chickens, 
and apparently satisfied with the Plunder, 
Ferguson says they backed out of the car, 
still covering him with their revolvers. Just 
before they jumped off the car one of the 
robbers pulled the dell- rope, and the 
train not stopping at once, he gave 
it another pull and before the train came to

In explaining how the robbers gained such

No 
shots were fired, and we bad no idea what 
had occurred until the conductor told us of

„The messenger says that they forced the 
door at the east end of the car. Once inside 
they presented revolvers at his head, and 
under a threat to kill himif he refused, 
forced him to open the local safe. 

Dia you hear how much they secured?’’ 

No, Taid not hear, butI understand that 
it was not much, probably only a few hun- 
area dollars.“ 

In spite of the assertion made by the train 
crew thatthe door of the express car was 
forced open it is more than probable that it 
was left open by the messenger on account 
of the heat.. No marks of violence were 
noticable on the car further than a little 
dania to the paint on the door, which 
looked as though it might have been scraped 
by the edge of a box. In examining it the 
reporter noticed in the Jamb of the door near 
one of the hinges a large screw had been 
placed. The head of this screw 
alone would prevent the closing of the 
door and covid apparentiy serve no other 
purpose than to keep the door from closing 
itself with the jolting of the car. The en- 
gineer believes that the work was done by 
amateurs who knewabsolutely nothing of 
railroad matters. Since had they been at all 
informed tney would have pulled the eord 
twice when they desired to stop the 
train instead of giving two separate rings. 
The idea seems current that the hold-up may 
have been the work of two tramps who were 
stealing a ride and recognizing the opportu- 
nity afforded by the open door, committed 
the theft entirely without premeditation. 
Should this be the case the work of running 
the men down will be the more difficult. 


EXCITEMENT ON THE TRAIN. 


A Scared Negro Porter—Deputy United 
States Marshal Condon’s Story. 


Besides the express messenger, the en- 
gineer and fireman there were only a few 
persons on board the train who were aware 
ofthe robbery. It happened just at dawn 
when nearly all the passengers were asleep. 


There were four United States Deputy Mar- 
shals in the chair car, just two cars in front 
of the express car. They were taking a 
United States prisoner from Ft. Smith tothe 
Stillwater Penitentiary. Deputy Marshal 
Crump was in charge of the gang, Dut he did 
not know anything about the affair until the 
robbers. were out of sight. His 14-year-old 
son George. who was in the same car, how. 
ever, was awakened by the stoppingof the 
He told a .PostT-DISPATCH reporter 
he looked out of the window 
the car and saw two men run- 
ning away. One was a tall man 
and the other cunsiderably smaller. Both 
wore black clothes, and had their coats but- 
toned and the collar of the garment turned 
up. They wore slouch hats and had the rim 
drawn down slightly overtheir eyes. He 
could not givea description of their faces, 
but hecould positively state that neither 
man woreamask whenhe sawthem run- 
ning off. 

United States Marshal Condon was asleep 
when the robbery was committed, but he 
stated to a Post-DIsPpaTcu reporter that 
when the train came to a standstill he was 
awakened by the buzzing sound of shaking 

He looked out ofthe chair car win- 
time to seo too 
over a barbed wire 
fence, which surrounded a farm on the south 
side of the track. There wasa ditch on this 
side onthe track and the two men had evi- 
dently run down intothe ditch and, not see- 
ing the barbed wire fence, ran against it full 
force. He could see that the two 
men were shabbily dressed and 
he said that they looked like 
tramps. He said that he could not ac- 
curatelv describe their clothing, but thought 
it was dark in color. He recollected that 
they wore slouch hats and had no masks. He 
could not give a description of their faces. 
He afterward said that they Jumped into the 
field and ran swiftly to the south. 

„While the two men were strugeling in the 
ditch against the barbed wire fence,’’ con- 
tinued Marshal Condon, ‘‘the train had 


| about stopped, and the negro porter of our 


car, who had been taking a nap, also jumped 
to his feet and rushed to the front plat- 
form of the car to ascertain what was 
the trouble. I saw him turn out cf the door 
as if to go downthe steps. I should judge 
he had no sooner placed his foot on the 
ground when one of the men in the ditch met 
bim with a revolver, which he leveled 
at his head. The negro came rush 
ing back into the car, and ran 
tothe rear platform, shouting as he passed 
through the aisle: ‘Give me a revolver! 
Give mea revolver!’ Icalledto himas he 
passed, and asked him what was the trouble 
and why he wanted a revolver, but he would 
not stop to tell me. I saw the two men on the 
outside run up and down almost the full 
length of our car twice, apparently looking 
forthe colored porter, for they looked into 
all the windows. What became of the porter 
Ido not know, dut 1 guess he crossed the 
platform into another car. Just as the train 


was begining to move off I looked out of the |. 


window of the car again and saw the 
same two men who had chased the negro, 
running across the field to the south. All 
this occurred in a few seconds, and I did not 
learn untilthe porter returned to our car 
that the express car had been robbed. 
Had the negro told me what 
the trouble was when he rushed 
through the car calling fora revolver per- 
haps we might have captured the two 
men.“ 

None of the United States prisoners heard 
of the hold-up until they were some distance 
from the scene of the eopet b They claim 
thatthey were allasleep when the robbers 
were at work.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—In the House Mr. 
Daniels (Rep.) of New York opened the day’s 
debate withagpeech urging unconditional 
repeal of the purchasing sections of the 
Sherman act. 

Mr. Daniels was followed by Mr. Cooper, a 
Florida Democrat, who announced himself as 
opposed to every proposition made by the 
silver men and for unconditional repeal. 

Mr. Goldseier (Dem.) of Illinois followed 
Mr. Cooper with a speech in favor of repeal. 

At the conclusion of his remarks the death 
of Mr..Chipman was announced by Mr. Wea- 
dock of Michigan. The usual resolutionsjwere 
adopted, and the House, asa tribute of re- 
spect, adjourned until to-morrow.

THE FINANCIAL QUESTION. 


Bank President Weir Addresses an Open 
Letter to 5 

MONTREAL, Aug. 17.— President Weir of the 
Ville Marie Bank, one of the oldest Canadian 
bankers, addresses an open — through 
the press to President Clevdand and the 
Congress of the United States on the finan- 
cial situation, in which he expresses the 
opinion thatthe national bank act of the 
United States is the principal cause of 
the present financial trouble. He 


suggests as a measure of immedlate 
relief that Congress pass an amendment 

to its bank acts, providing that ali chartered 
banks in the United States, whose capital 
and surplus amount together to $1,000;000 and 
upward shall be declared to be the banks of 
issue and be authorised to issue circulating 
notes of denominations of $5, $10, $20, $50 and 
$100 to the extent of half oftheir capital and 
the surplus of such issuesto be the first lien 
upon the assets of the bank incase of its 
suspension, the issue to befreefrom any 
Federal or State tax, but to be lladle to as- 
sessment of not more taanl percent per 
annum, should such de required to 
redeem notes of Suspended bank; 
banks of issue to be obliged 
to keep one-half their cash reserve in Treas- 
ury notes of the United States—that is to say 

treasury notes reserves shall always be equa 

to gold reserves of such banks of issue. ‘i‘his 
latter obligation, which exists in Canada in a 
modified form, would add largely to the gold 
reserves of the United States Treasury with- 
outinany way impairing the strength of the 
banks of issue. The third provision is to au- 
thorize banks of issue@o establish branches 
in various parts of the country, if they 
deemed advisable so to do, limiting the num- 
ber of branches toone for each $100,000 of 
capitalandsurplus. Mr. Weir says that such 
a measure would remove the present string- 
ency within twenty-four hours. 


E. O. LEECH GIVES HIS IDEAS. 

NEW YorRK, Aug. 17.—E. O. Leech, formerly 
Director ofthe Mint, now Vice-President of 
the Union National Bank, New York City, 
gives his views of the probable outcome of 
the present struggle in Congress. 

The Wilson repeal bill will pass the 
House, he sald. The Senate, through the 
coalition between the Southern and 811. 
ver Senators, growing out ot the combDina- 
tian which prevented the passage of the 


Federal election bill, will amendthe House 
bill, either by providing for free coinage at a 
higher ratio, or in some other way as to 
make it so offensive to believers in sound 
money that President Cleveland will not be 
able tosignit. The result will be that we 
will continue silver purchases with some 
Congressional authority te sell bonds to 
strengthen our gold reserve, and probably 
some authority to the national Danks to issue 
currency at par with gold bonds.’’ 


INDIAN COUNCIL DRAFTS. 

LONDON, Aug. 17.—A special dispatch to the 
Nimes from Calcutta says it is the general 
opinion there that the Government has 
chosen the wrong moment to lower the rate 
of India Council drafts. It is believed that 


Government should have held out two or 
three weeks longer until the export trade 
developed. Inthe meantime it should have 
issued treasury bills to meet the shortness in 
funds.

CRISIS IN BOLIVIA.

In order to 
preventthis the Government will ask Con- 
gress to authorize the collection of import 

ties in gold hereafter, and to remove the 
existing export duties on silver.

NEW YORK RIOTERS. 


A Crowd of Unemployed Attack Wal- 
halla Hall, Doing Much Damage. 


New York, Aug.—The first of the riots 
which labor leaders and others have been 
predicting for some time as a re- 
sult of the large number of men 
out of employment occurred this morning 
A crowd of more than 6,000 men attacked 
Walhalla, a hall on Orchard street, because 
admittance was denied them. They 
smashed the plate-glass windows Into atoms, 
forced in the door which had been turned 
against them and forcibly took possession 
of the place. Several persons were cut by 
the fiying glass. All sorts of missiles were 
used, and finally the police reserves 


from the Eldridge Street Station were 
ordered to the scene and suc- 
ceeded in partly dislodging the crowd. 
Those forming the crowd were mostly He- 
brews and represented principally the cloth- 
ing trade. There were cutters, garment 
makers, hat makers and cloak makers. 

The success of yesterday’s meeting and 
parade of the unemployed was the 
signal for a much larger gathering to- 
day in the vicinity of the International bor 
Exchange on ast Tenth street, At 10 
o clock fully 5,000 — had been assembled. 

e exchange was literally 
packed, while outside there were many 
more endeavoring to gain admis- 

on. At this point some one cried out 
that the hall was too small and started for 
Walhalla Hall. As if with one impulse the 
crowd tormed in line and proceeded in the 
direction of the hall mentioned. The pro- 
prietor of the hall hearing of the approach of 
the crowd prepared to defend the place. The 
doors were barred. The crowd on arriving, 
through spokesmen, made known its 
desire to occupy the hall for the purpose ofa 
meeting. This was refused, and imniediately 
an attack on the place was begun 
and an entrance was soon forced. Thousands 
could not get in. The police were summoned 
and after some hard work succeeded In partly 
clearing the hall. A man who was addressing 
the crowd was taken into custody. The 
police subsequentiy had to turo their 
attention tothe streets inthe vicinity and 
had all they could do in dispersing the 
crowds that gathered after the hall had been 
partly cleared. At last accounts the hall was 
about half filled with men determined to 
hold a meeting at any cost.

BLOOD RIOTS. 


Bombay the Scene of a Frightful 
| Religious War. 
A Truce To-Day With Fear of Another 
Outbreak To-Morrow. 


HINDOOS AND MOHAMEDANS INSULT AND 
KILL EACH OTHER. | 


Mosques Sacked and Destroyed by Fire— 
Other Buildings and Europeans’ Lives 
Threatened—Bombardment of the City 
a Possibility in the Event Malabar Hill 
Is Attacked—Police and Soldiers Have 
a Hard Night’s Work in the Streets. 


BOMBAY, Aug. 17.—A Hindoo holiday was 
the occasion ofan outbreak here yesterday 
which resulted in great loss of life and the 
destruction of many buildings, To-day all the 
shops are closed, and every train leaving the 
city is filled with families carrying their per- 
sonal effects, who are returning to their 
native districts with a view to securing safe- 
ty in the event of general trouble. The 
working people refuse to resume their occu- 
pations until after to-morrow, which is a 
Mahommedan prayer day. 


The fight yesterday began in the afternoon, 
and at night had reached a terrible stage. 
An armed mob took possession of the city. It 
was composed inthe main of Hindoos, who 
claimed their religion had been insulted by 


#-| Mohammedans during thecelebrations of the 


day. 
They demanded blood and assailing the 


against them, effected entrance, looted and 
fired the bulldings. 

The Europeans were informed that the 
mob proposed to sock and burn the resi. 
dences on Malabar Hill and an appeal was 
at once made for protection to the gunboats 
inthe harbor. The officers immediately 
prepared for action and a threat was made 
that if the riot proceeded the town would be 
shelled, 

The soldiers of the garrison and the police 
recovered street after street from the riot- 
ers, only to find the fight had broken out in 
new quarters. Quiet came with dajlight, 
but unless the Mohammedans will consent 
to curtail their usual prayer day observances 
to-morrow will see the fight renewed.

While the gate receiptsare increasing the 
World’s Fair officials’ say that the average 
amount of money spent by each visitor is 20 
per cent less than it was during the first 
three months ofthe fair. They account for 
this in two ways. First, they say it is due to 
the searcity of money and the hard times. 
Then, thereisa change in the character of 
the .people who are now coming. At the 
opening of the fair the visitors were largely 
fromthe large cities, and now those from 
the rural districte are beginning to arrive. 

Never before has there been such a rush for 
admission atthe gates asto-day. Every sur- 
face car arriving after 7:30 o’clock was 
jammed with fair visitors, and all along the 
line the transferred passengers were waiting 
for foot room On the car platform. One aft- 
er another ran by them, having neither seats 
nor standing room. The premature economy 
of the department of admissions was made 
apparent. Gate-keepers have been dis- 
charged in bunches for a week or more, and 
the force was not half adequate to-day to ac- 
commodate the crowds that impatiently 
waited to bs admitted. At the Sixty-fourth 
Street gates three gate-keepers only were 
employed, one whole section having oniy one 
gate in use.

An important arrest made early this 
morning at the Toene For several 
weeks past complaints have been received 
that letters mailed late at night in 
District 731, which includes the sec- 
tion between Nineteenth street, Comp- 
ton avenue, Easton avenue and 
the part ofthe city north of Easton avenue 
and west of Nineteenth street, had not 
reached their destination.

Mr. Hall accused him of having taken them. 
This he at frst denied, but on being pressed 
admitted his guilt and surrendered 
the money, He glso admitted that 
he bad taken other letters on various oc- 
casions. The only excuse he offered was that 
he was greatly in need of mouey. He was 
arraigned before United States Commissioner 
Crawford, waived examination and was held 
in $1,000 bonds to appear before the Novem- 
ber term of the District Court. Inspector 
Dice states that Mr. Hall is entitled to great 
credit for his work on the case. 

CORRIGAN WEEPS. 

Corrigan presented a pitiable spectacle 
when seen in the United States Marshal's of- 
fice this morning shortly after being bound 
over for trial. His eyes were red and 
swollen by weeping, and his tears broke out

Here he turned to the doctor and, nodding 
toward Schmidt, said: **That fellow tried to 
commit suicide, didn’t he? 

„Ves, but he thought his heart was in his 
stomach,’’ answered the doctor. Murphy 
began to laugh and said: Don't make me 
laugh, doctor, it hurts my cuts,’’

Rev. M. E. Morris Ferguson, General Sec- 
retary of the New Jersey Sunday-school As- 
sociation, wasborn in Philadelphia Sept. 7, 
1864, and graduated from the University of 
Pennsylvania in 1883, and from Princeton 
Theological Seminary in 1886. While he was 
pastor of two small Presbyterian churches in 
Southern New Jersey he had his attention 
called tothe needs and possibilities of or- 
ganized Sunday-school work. From October 
1887, to June, 1889, Rev. Mr. Ferguson served 
onthe editorial staff of the « Sunday- School 
Times of Philadelphia, and was, at the same 
time, superintendent of a large mission Sun- 
day-school. In the summer of 1889 he salled 
for England with the, famous ‘‘Bothnia 
party’’ to attend the fir world’s Sunday- 
school convention in London. On his return 
he became pastor of the First Presbyterian 
Church of Phillipsburg, N. J., but resigned 
May 1, 1892, atthe invitation of the Execu- 
tive Committee of the State Sunday-school 
Association to take up the work of General 
secretary.
